\\ hen he first erroneously informed the 
committee that the loan had been made in cash, he said that 
he did so because Pall had requested it at the conference in At­ 
lantic City last December. 
McLean gave as his reason for be­ 
ing connected with the Department of Justice, that it was to 
enable him to use the badge to get through police lines while 
traveling with President Harding.

DATA PROCURED BY CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
FOR INFORMATION OF CONGRESSMAN ANO IT 
S. SENATORS REGARDING BRYAN POSTOFFICE 


The follow ing is the text of a com pilation of data 
sent by the Chamber of Commerce, John M. Lawrence, 
president; J. F.. Covey, chairman city developm ent com ­ 
m ittee and S. E. Eberstadt, secretary of the organization, 
to Congressm an Luther A. Johnson, representative for 
this district and U n’ted States Senators Morris Sheppard 
and Earle B. M ayfield, showing the dire need of the City 
of Bryan for a larger postoffice building that w ill enable 
this governm ent institution to care for the larger city of 
B ryan: 
“The Bryan and Brazos County Chamber of Com­ 
merce, kindly requests that you assist us in securing an 
appropriation of $100,000, for the enlargem ent of the 
Federal Postoffice Building here, as the present building 
is entirely too small to take care of the business of today. 
“This building w as erected in 1916 when the popula­ 
tion w as but about 4300, the 1920 census gives us an in­ 
crease of 52.3 per cent or 6307 people; w e are firm ly con­ 
vinced that w e now have more than 8000. 
“W hen this build ng w as erected the number of 
money orders issued for the year 1916 am ounted to $12,- 
855, in 1923 it was $23,858. 
The stam ps paper sales 
were $18,523.25, in 1923 were $31,614.37. 
The insured 
outgoing mail in 1916 was very sm all, havn’t the figures 
on same, in 1923 was 9926 packages, and about 30,000 in­ 
com ing packages, m aking a total of 40,000 packages 
handled in 1923. 
“Since 1216 the office has had an increase in force of 
3 men, 2 city routes and 2 substitute clerks. 
There were 
but 532 boxes v/hen the building was erected, and same 
number today, with every box taken, and calls for boxes 
m ade every day; and as the sam e can’t be had in many in­ 
stances parties are perm itted to double; and those that 
can’t be acom m odated must go to the general delivery for 
mail, and of mornings and afternoons causes a very con­ 
gested condition in the 1< bbv, which is very sm all, only 12 
by 40 feet. 
Bryan can use double the amount of boxes w e 
now have, to take care of present a id future needs. 
The 
entire dim ensions of the building is but 48 by 75 feet, and 
w e believe that w e need at least 3000 square feet of floor 
space. 
“Bryan for the past ten years has m aintained a very 
steady growth, the sam* condition is continuing today. 
New homes are going up in all parts of the city at the rate 
of from three to five p e r month, and to find homes for 
new cf mers is a greater problem today than at any time 
in the history of the city. 
“W e believe that the facts as presented here, fully 
warrant us in presenting this clr rn for the enlarging of 
the build ng, and in calli?’g on y^u to assist us in securing 
same. 
Trusting that y r u w ill favor us in the m atter and 
assuring you of our appreciation, and every good w ish.”
